Oatlook for the Farmer. 

The revival in all branches of business is 
so marked that even those who have been 
the most skeptical during the past summer, 
are forced to admit that it is a fixed fact. 
The revival is everywhere, all ever the 
country, in every branch of industry, and 
none but the deaf and the blind can fail of 
comprehending it. It is heard in the whir 
and buzz of machinery; it is seen in the 
fiery glow of the furnaces, in the heavily 
laden freight trains and in the crowded bus- 
iness streets of our cities, and there is no 
branch of industry that, does not feel its in- 
vigorating influence. The iron market 
which is our best business barometer, bas 
not shown such buoyancy for years. ll 
the foundries, furnaces, rolling and nail 
and other iron mills are in full blast, work- 
ing with an increased force, and day and 
night, and are still far behind their orders. 
The sudden change from lethargy to activ- 
ity among the iron manufacturers, is most 
remarkable, and such has been the advance 
in prices and the great demand for the pro- 
duct, that England which for several years 
has been driven out of our markets, is again 
a competitor. 

The rise in the price of breadstuffs has 
been rapid and the end is not yet. The 
foreign demand exceeds all previous ca!- 
culation. Several large steamships are 
constantly at the wharves in New York, 
loading with grain and as fast as one re- 
ceives its quota and steams away, another 
is ready to take its place. Sailing vessels 
are also brought into requisition, in all our 
principal shipping ports, for transporting 
grain to England. Freights bave advanced, 
and the shipping interest so vital to this 
State, has not looked so well for a lorg 
time. Therise in breadstuffs is not the re- 
sult of speculation, as was clearly mani- 
fested in recent operations in the New 
York market. A combination of specula- 
tors endeavored to break the market by 
throwing upon it several millions of busb- 
els of wheat. The cable reported a little 
stagnation in the English market, under the 
sudden load, but in the course of a few 
hours it had passed, and prices were as 
firm asever. his proves beyond a doubt 
if any further proof were needed to estab- 
lish the fact, that the deficit is very large 
and that the demand for our surplus breac- 
stuffs is imperative. 

How long this activity in the produce 
market will contiaue, no one can positively 
tell; some predict that it will soon be over 
and that prices will again recede, while 
others who have been in tke markets all 
their lives and made them a constant study, 
give it as their opinion that the price of 
wheat will continue to gradually advance, 
and that we need not expect any falling off 
until after another harvest. Corn also feels 
the effect of the European demand, and the 
advance in price is almost as marked as 
that upon wheat, and this in turn effects the 
price of pork and lard, both of which have 
materially advanced. Butter and cheese 
have also advanced in the markets within a 
short time, the former from six to eight 
cents per pound and the latter from three 
to five. Beef and mutton now command e 
ready sale and though tbe prices are still 
comparatively low, a steady and permanent 
advance is quite certain. In short, there is 
nothing that the farmer raises that does not 
feel the business impulse, and upon which 
there is not an upward tendency of prices. 
At no time since 1873, have the farmers of 
the country had greater cause for encour- 
agement than now. 

And the credit of this business revival 
does not belong to any political party as 
such, though both of the great parties of 
the country may and do claim it. It is due 
in great part tothe farmers, to the hardy 
tillers of the soil who, notwithstanding the 
discouragements under which they have 
labored, have prepared the land and put in 
the seed which has resulted in two succes- 
sive, enormous crops. These crops have 
turned the balance of foreign trade to our 
side and filled our coffers with foreign gold. 
And more than this; they bave placed in 
the hands of our farmers who are great con- 
sumers as well as producers, the means 
with which to purchase more liberally of 
the products of our factories and machine 
shops. Had this not been the case, our 
mills would still have remained idle. When 
he has the means wherewith to purchase, 
the American farmer furnishes the very 
life blood to our manufactories of woolen, 
cotton, leather, and other staple goods, and 
thus keeps the machinery in motion. 

Of all producers, the farmer stands at the 
head. In fact, the tillers of the soil with 
the herdsman, the lumbermen and the min- 
ers are the only real producers, for these 
alone evolve from the great storehouse of 
nature the wealth which gives comfort and 
happiness to mankind. ll other produc- 
tive labor is only to add value to what has 
already been produced. The American 








farmer enjoys the fruits of bis labor as the | Pe 


earth workers of no other country enjoy 
them. There is a wide difference, socially, 
morally and intellectually, between our 
farmers and the peasantry of the old world. 
Our farmers have all the necessaries and 
many of the luxuries of life. They live 
well which makes them consumers of many 
products they do not raise; they dress well 
and therefore are the most important be- 
cause the most numerous patrons of our 
factories; they Jive in good houses, ride in 
fine carriages and many of them are even 
patrons of the fine arts. In civilized so- 
ciety, consumption is equally as necessary 
to trade and other business, as production, 
and as the farmers constitute by far the 
largest class of consumers as well as of 
producers, so to them more than to any or 
to all other classes of society, is the present 
revival of business due. Andit is a healthy 
revival because it comes when we are upon 
a gold basis, and our currency not subject 
to the mutations and fluctuations which 
characterized it a few years ago. Remun- 
erative prices are not seeming but real, and 
the season of business prosperity upon 
which we have entered is not artificial, but 
‘substantial. 

But economy should stili be practiced in 
order to obtain the best results from this 
revival of business. There will be a ten- 
dency as money grows plentier, to indulge 
again in the needless extravagances of which 
the bard times has deprived us and from 
which they ought to have weaned us. We

Vinegar Making. 

The cider mills are now in operation in 
all the fruit-growing portions of the State, 
and the crop of apples is such as to insure 
the usual] products of cider. When mer- 
chantable apples bear as gooda price as 
they do this year, of course no one will 
think of grinding them up for cider, but 
there are still large quantities of seedlings 
and other inferior apples grown that farm- 
ers are ata loss howto dispose of in any 
other way. The steady improvement in 
orcharding tends to reduce the product of 
inferior apples and proportionately, the 
product of cider, and we hope the time may 
come when fruit-growers wiil understand 
that it costs but a trifle more to raisea 
bushel of nice merchantable apples than it 
does a bushel that is fit only to be made 
into cider. Ofthe better sorts of app.es, 
the price is always more remunerative than 
that of cider, which is a very strong reason 
why only the good kinds should be raised. 

Persons who manufacture considerable 

quantities of cider are often at a loss to 
know how to dispose of it to the best ad- 
vantage. There are some no doubt who 
have conscientious scruples about selling it 
to be used asa beverage, because when it 
reaches the alcoholic stage of fermentation, 
it can be used for tippling purposes, and 
often is so used. To such and to all cider 
makers, we would suggest that pure cider 
vinegar is the best vinegar in the world for 
ordinary home use, and we do not believe 
the market has ever as yet been fully sup- 
plied with this article. A large proportion 
of the goods sold under the name of vine- 
gar, isa chemical compound manufactured 
without the aid of cider and is very injuri- 
ous to those who use it. The usual objcc- 
tion which our fruit growers make to the 
manufacture of vinegar, is the long time re- 
quired to bring about the acetous fermen- 
tation, and we have often heard persons say 
that if the time could be so shortened that 
they could obtain their money for the prod- 
uct within the year, they would never sell 
any cider. 
The price of good vinegar is always doub- 
le at least that of cider, and it is certainly a 
good investment to keep the cider a year or 
longer, uxtil it changes to vinegar, pro- 
vided the owner can do without his money, 
but we are aware that it is quite incon- 
venient for many to wait that length of 
time. They need the money and so put 
their cider into the market and take just 
what they can get. There are certain pro- 
cesses by which cider can be changed into 
vinegar in acompartively short time, and 
to some of these methods we desire to call 
the attention of those of our readers who 
are interested in this subject. 

The method adopted and for many years 
practiced in France is substantially as fol- 
lows: An old cider or vinegar barrel if 
sound, is better than a new one, but if new, 
the barrel should be washed with scalding 
water and then boiling vinegar poured in 
and the bung closed and the barrel allowed 
to stand until its sides become thoroughly 
saturated with the vinegar. This will re- 
quire from one to three days according to 
the material of which the barrel is made, 
and the temperature of the place in which 
it is left. It should then be about one-third 
filled with strong cider vinegar, and two 
gallons of cider should beadded. Every 
eighth day thereafter, two gallons of cider 
should be added, until the barrel is two- 
thirds full. In fourteen days after the last 
two gallions are added, the whole will be 
turned into vinegar, one-half of which may 
now be drawn off, and the process of fill- 
ing with cider begun again. In summer 
the oxygenation will go onin the sun, but 
in cool weather, it should be kept where 
the heat can be maintained at about 80 deg. 
By this precess it takes a little more than 
two months to produce sixteen gallons of 
vinegar. 

A method in vogue in Germany which is 
much quicker, is described in the New York 
Tribune. A large barrel, or a vat from six 


to twelve feet high, is provided with a false 
bottom ten to twelve inches above the true 
bottom, perforated with numerous holes; 
or this false bottom may consist simply of 
lathes laid crosswise so as to make a grid- 
iron-like net-work sufficiently close to hold 
the shavings or chips to be put on it. About 
an inch below this false bottom six holes. 
say about an inch in diameter, are bored 
through the sides of the barrel, the auger 
being directed upward, so that the holes 
shall be higher inside than outside. A 
wooden faucet is inserted nearthe bottom 
of the barrel, a shallow tub, which need not 
be more than a foot deep, is let into the to 
of the barrel so as to fitas tightly as possi- 
ble within the rim; the bottom of the tub 
is pierced with holes tw or three inches 
apart and as large as a goose quill, in each 
one of which is put s short string, kept 
from slipping through by a knot in its up- 
r end, and long enough to extend an inch 
or two beyond the under surface of the bot- 
tom. Into the middle of the bottom of the 
tub a wooden tube five or six inches across, 
and long enough to extend somewhat above 
the rim of the tub, is to be fitted. Firally 
provide a closely fitting cover to the tub 
through which this tube shall pass and 
through which also is an opening for pour- 
ing in the liquid to be acetafied. 

Fill the barrel above the false bottom, and 
up to within a few inches of the bottom of 
the tub when in place, with beech-wood 
shavings or fine chips, which have been 
previously thoroughly scalded, washed and 
dried, pour over them warm, strong vine- 
gar, close the barrel and allow the whole to 
staud 24 hours. Then put the tub in its 
place and pour into it the strong cider, 
either in small portions ata time, or ina 
very slow stream. The twine will swell up 
and nearly close the holes in the bottom of 
the tub and the liquid will trickle through 
and down over the shavings very slowly; 
it may be drawn off from the lower part of 
the barrel from timeto time as it accum- 
ulates there. Air enters at the lower holes 
in the sides of the barrel, passes up through 
the shavings, meeting the current of liquid 
as it comes down, and passes out through 
the wooden chimney atthe top. An abun-

trees; this accomplished, they had nothing 
more to do but wait for the apples to grow, 
and then gather them in year after year 
without any further attention to the trees. 
Many have been cured of this heresy, but 
there are still those who take no care of 
their trees and then express wonder that 
they do not bear fruit like those of their 
more thoughtful and thrifty neighbors. To 
those who have fruit trees which do not 
bear satisfactorily, we wish to say that now 
when the hard work of the season is over, 
is a good time to attend tothem. Even in 
Bible times the practice was when a fig tree 
did not bear fruit, ‘to dig about itand dung 
it; and we venture to say that a large 
number of fruit trees in this State need pre- 
cisely the same treatment. 

When orchards are young and the land 
upon which the trees are set is frequently 
cultivated, they will de well without furth- 
er dressing, because the roots take up a cer- 
tain amount of the dressing put upon the 
crops; 
large that their branches meet and the land 
can no longer be cultivated and dressed for 
other crops, then unless dressing is applied 
to the tress themselves, their leaves will 
losetheir green color,the trees become knotty 
and the fruit scanty and poor. ‘The wash 
of roads is one of the best dressings for 
fruit trees, and a considerable quantity of 
this material can generally be found in ev- 
ery community at this season of the year. 
It does not require stable or other expen- 
sive manures to keep fruit trees thrifty. 
Wherever a tree is seen where fine earth 
from the road is washed down over the 
roots, that tree will flourish and bear fruit. 
Oae load of such dirt or road washings will 
be a sufficient dressing for four or five trees, 
and will be found to have a wonderful ef- 
fect on the growth and vigor of the tree as 
well as upon its productiveness. Coal ash- 
es, although they possess little fertilizing 
material, make a good top dressing around 
apple trees where road wash—which is 
much better—cannot be convenintly obtain- 
ed. Weknow of trees whose products have 
been largely increased by a dressing of coal 
ashes alone. Farmers who have neglected 
their trees should do something or cease 
complaining that their trees do not bear.

Now is the time for farmers to secure a 
sufficient amount of bedding for their hogs, 
horses and cattle during the winter. There 
is no reson why neat stock should be com- 
peiled to lie on the damp floors during the 
cold winter nights, when good bedding is 
so plenty. There is an abundance of coarse 
swale hay, which will cost only the cutting, 
and where this is wanting, there is an 
abundant supply of leaves. Loads of leaves 
can now be gathered up with but little 
trouble, and after being used as bedding, 
they can be worked up to good advantage 
in the compost heap. 


Farmers who have heeded our advice and 
raised their own whest are in luck and 
ought to be happy, as the advance in flour 
goes briskly on. There is no class that can 
look so complacently on and see the price 
of produce go up as the farmers whose 
barns and gransries are full almost to 
bursting. Inthe Boston market corn has 
advanced from 45 to 68 cents per bushel; 
rye from 65 to 80, and the advance in oats 
amounts to eight or ten cents per bushel 
and every thing else in proportion. Now 
let the price of labor be proportionately ad- 
vanced and every body will be bappv.

An agricultural so- 
ciety, which will try to replenish its treas- 
ury by licensing gambling, swindling or 
any other sort of crime, is entitled to no 
sympathy, and to do this in the name of 
agriculture is a most contemptible outrage.

Our Agricultural Societies. 


In the FaRMeER of the llth of October, 


tleman, Mr. Geo. E. Brackett has seen fit 
to arraign our chartered agricultural so- 
cieties upon the charge of mismanagement. 
This management, he asserts, manifests it- 
selfin the encouragement which is given 
to horse racing at the fairs. It isa little 
surprising that a gentleman of Mr. Breck- 
ett’s education and position should make 
such a false assumption; for it is a fact 
within the knowledge of us who have had 
to do with the exhibitions of the State So- 
ciety, that our whole pecuniary success has 
hinged upon the trotting interest. 

Drive this away, and you will undermine 
the entire structure which you believe to be 
decaying. With this premise, let us exam- 
ine Mr. Brackett’s statements in detail 
There is no doubt about the necessity of 
fostering what he calls the legitimate inter- 
ests of agriculture; hence his first proposi- 
tion that trotting does not come within the 
scope of the society is not true; for he him- 
self names horses among the proper ani- 
mals for a farmer to raise, and everybody 
knews that trotting horses need to be shown 
be “ore they cap be sold. 
is second proposition is that trotting 
‘les cff the bulk of the funds. Now the 
trufa is that horses were discriminated 
against at our late State Fa'r, for while 
tucy paid as much entrance money as cat- 
tle, sheep and swine, they were awarded 
only about a third as much premiums. This 
relates to horses ent-red for exhihiiion on- 
ly. As to the trotting horses, they paid us 
entrance fees enough to make up iio purses 
awarded them, lacking some eight hundred 
dollars. Finally, taking into consideration 
their lack of exhibition premiums, the 
horses received cniy about two hundred 
dollars more than the other farm etock did. 
Is this taking the bulk of the funds? 

Mr. Brackett reveals his whole animus in 
his next, his third proposition, to wit, that 
horse racing withdraws attention from 
other departments. This is true and noth- 
ing can be done about it, unless to change 
human nature. Men and women go to the 
fairs for recreation and amusement, more 
especially to see the races. Incidentally 
they look at the cattle, sheep and pigs, but 
their real interest isin the racing. They 
can see cows any day in their drives about 
the country, and can admire good butter 
and cheese and fruit in the nearest market. 
They don’t care to pay money to see such 
things that interest only those who are con- 
cerned in producing them. But let them 
see a fairly conducted. evenly contested 
race, and they are filled with joy. They 
then have a sensation, a new sensation, 
which makes a pleasing variety to a hum- 
drum life. 

And this leads to propositions fourth and 
fifth, that such things pander to an un- 
healthy condition of society and its neces- 
sary surroundings include profanity, liquor 
drinking and gambling. In reply to this 
extraordinary and sweeping assertions, I 
appeal to the thousands upon thousands of 
spectators of the races at Portland this 
year, and ask if this is not a libel upon 
them? If Mr. Brackett means to confine 
his accusations to stable boys, even, it is 
uxjast. There was no drinking or gambling 
at the Jate State Fair. I think that Mr. 
Brackett would do better to attend the 
meetings of the State Society, and so try 
to shape its administrations that there will 
be no necessity for his attack in print. If 
he represent any considerable number of 
men he can easily do this.

Letter from Texas, 


Thinking you would like to hear from 
this far off State, I take the liberty of writ- 
ing. This city is seven years old and boasts 
of seven thousand inhabitants. It is regu- 
larly laid out in blocks, the streets regular 
and broad, running east and west and north 
and sonth. The rew buildings are of brick 
on Main street, and many of the stores are 
large and really elegant. The houses are 
of alight structure and nearly all on the 
ground floor. Each has a verandah, and 
in the evenings the houses are lighted up 
with doors and windows all open, whic 
gives paseers by a view of the whole in- 
terior of the house and a cha:. ing view of 
the cosy and happy life of tLe dwellers.

Notes and Queries. 


Several weeks since some admirable ar- 
ticles appeared in the FARMER upon the 
destructiun of the forest trees, showing 
that large districts of country as for in- 
stance, Spain, once almost the granary of 
Europe, and Palestine, formerly a land 
“flowing with milk and honey,” by the des- 
truction of all the trees had now become 
a desolation. To plant trees on a large scale 
requires capital and faith, and it is not prob- 
able it will be done toany extent, except 
upon the western prairies, but there isa 
very simple method within the reach of 
every farmer which will restore the dried 
up springs and brooks, and if generally 
adopted, will add immensely to the value 
of our water power by diminishing the 
summer drought. I mean simply, that in- 
stead of clearing up all the gullies, which 
are of little value, that the bushes and trees 
should be allowed to grow, and in many 
cases, swamps will be of more value asa 
source of supply of water and w20d, cost- 
ing nothing, than as farming land after a 
large cutlay in clearing and draining.

Referring to some of the 
conditions of suecess in agriculture, he af- 
firmed that a man must work on the farm 
him: eif. 

“He who by the plough would thrive, 

Himself must eitner hold or drive.” 

It will not do to cultivate too much land. 
Several instances were mentioned where 
men had raised large crops, and not always 
irom many acres. Keep good stock, and 
keen it well. While recommending the 
judicious use of fertilizers, he would never 
give up the always substantial and reliable 
deposits of the barn and stable. Fruit rais- 
ing should bea specialty, but mainly on 
new soil and good land. At the present 
time there is no reason why farmers should 
be discouraged. There is progress and im- 
prevement all along the line. Farms are 
better, and farm-houses are better than fur- 
merly. Noris there danger to be appre- 
bended from mountains of debt, and in- 
creased taxasion, municipal or national. 
Let whiskey and tobacco bear the debts, 
and if you let them slone, you will not fear 
the tax-gatherer. Sume of the reasons why 
agricultural pursuits are still desirable, are: 
that there, if anywhere, good health can be 
secured; there good habits are naturally 
formed, as the tempiations are less; and in 
the long run they are more profitable than 
other branches of business, so there the 
money is made that is kept. The ex-Gov- 
ernor closed a very practical and profitable 
address of an bour, by a bit of personal ex- 
perience, stating that when he was twenty- 
ore he bought a farm, a yoke of oxen and 
forty sheep, running in debt some two thon- 
sand dollars; but that by industry and pru- 
Jence he was able every year to lay up on 
an average from two to three hundred dol- 
lars after meeting all of bis obligations. 

Hon Geo Walker, the Mayor of Portland, 
having arrived on the last train was seen in 
the crowd and called upon to speak. He 
very happily alluded to his former residence 
in Oxford county, and to the recollections 
of his boyhood. He claimed to have been 
a farmer, and for all that he bad and was, 
he was indebted to the discipline of his 
early years. He well remembered how 
when a boy, he drove the logs on Kezer 
river for twenty-five cents a day. Hon 
Joel Eastman of Conway, N. H., in a spir- 
ited and forcible speech, almost belied the 
statement that he was more than fourscore. 
He was a farmer until of age, and he had 
missed his vocation in not keeping on in 
that line. Now withdrawing from his life- 
long prof: ssion, he found his highest en- 
joyment on bis farm. Stick to your farms, 
there yon can secure a competency—and 
that means happiness. Be honest, pay 
your individual debte, and demands always 
and everv where that your state and nation- 
al obligs'ions shail be discharged. The 
cattle sh»w was certainly equai if not su- 
perior tu former exhibitions. The vegeta- 
ble dieplay was not an inferior one, al- 
though some departments were somewhat 
lean, on acconnt of an unfavorable season.

That 
was the beginning, the end is before you. 
Well, every fall through his years of boy- 
hood, youth, and on to manhood, those bar- 
rels were filled and emptied glass by glass 
as a family beverage. 

One can learn to like any thing, and 
though he ‘made up a face” at the first 
taste, not long ere he learned to drink with 
the rest of you, liked it too, and thought 
nothing of itin any way.

My an- 
swer is ‘let them rot!” I don’t care what 
you do with them, anything but this. 

The Mr. Brown of whom I have told you 
would bave been just as much opposed to a 
drop of whiskey or liquor of any kind in his 
home, as I to cider in any home, and often 
lifted up his voice against those who drank 
liquors. But let me tell him—he is no bet- 
ter than they. Cider quenches bis —— 
whiskey theirs. Wheat is the difference 
On! I wish 1 could make every one feel the 
depth and danger of this subject as I do. 
Te people of America live too easy lives, 
are too careful in little things, and conse- 
quently suffer great evils. ere is no real 
temperance but total abstinence. This half 
way temperence is doing a terrible work.

them. Have you a circula brary? 
Perhaps you can interest the neighbors and 
makea beginning if it is ever so small. 
But let it a children’s library at frst. 
Interest the children themselves in it, and 
I am sure the good it will do will more than 
offset the time and labor spent onit. Let 
us count nothing lost that will help the 
children to cultivate a taste for the best and 
to shun the low reading matter which is 
such a disgrace to the country.
